Originally from Atlanta, Georgia, Kay graduated from 
Georgia State College (now Georgia State University) in 
1968 and then moved to Pennsylvania to earn a Ph.D.

On the air, Kay enjoys DXing — that's what attracted her to ham radio in the first 
place — award-hunting, and contesting. She holds VUCC on 6 meters, DXCC on 7 
bands (80 meters, alas, not being one of them, yet!), the DXCC Challenge award, 
WAZ, and WAE Class 1 CW. She enjoys digital modes as well as CW and phone. 
Kay's husband Carter Craigie N3A0 is on traffic nets, enjoys county-hunting, and is 
the operations officer for their county's ARES/RACES organization.
